We have frequently animadverted in 
strong terms upon the unsatisfactory and 
unfair trostment of the European - lot- 
holders at Kowloon by the local Govern- 
ment. The whole management of this de- 
partment of the administration was so unga- 
tisfactory that tho cure wasto be sought for 
and found in an inftentiat Land Commis- 
ston, Tho Roport of - this Commission 
is now, however, an ald document— 
exceedingly old, indeed, when it is 
remembered how little of its recom. 
mendations and how much less of 
their spirit have a8 yet become apparent in 
the policy of tho Government. ‘fhe gpirit 
that is traditionally held to belong to the 
land-fobber still characterises the acts of 
the Hongkong Government ;.and this con- 
sideration accentuates the regret: gonerally 
felt by the community over the prospect 
that Sir George Phillippo will not return to 
this Coloay, The Chicf Justice, who was 
Chairman of the Land Commission, pos- 
sessed probably the fullest. knowledge of 
any wan here es to the lamentable 
defects of our system of mismanaging 
land ; and his retirement from tho Scrvica 
wil] deprive the Governor of the soundest 
advice and the most invaluable sid and 
guidance which he could huve obtained on 
this subject. What Govomor-des Vooux 
thinks about the historical -muddlings and 
the present arbitrary grab-all policy of his 
Government in relation to Iand is as yet an 
unknown quantity. He probably has per- 
used the Report of the Land Commission 
on the past, and probably also he 
glances over what is done in these 
days. But we cannot suppose that he 
has as yet found timo or opportumty to 
thoroughly. examine the papera on this 
subject. Public opinion, however, is very 
strong upon the shortsighted policy adopt- 
ed; and it is frequently remarked that 
the one recommendation of the Com- 
tmission which might have ‘been acted 
upon—the appointment of a Land Board 
—hes. not even boen mooted, so far, 
Regarding one of the many branchos of 
the subject dealt with in the Com- 
mssion'’s Report—that of the mode of 
dealing with squattere-—the Surveyor Gen- 
eral (Hon. J, M. Price) dissented from the 
other Conimissioners ; and yet, in face ‘of 
thia fset, this officer’ is still entrusted with 
the carrying out of the qld regulations in 
this matter, © Indeed, “it. Yould puzzle 
most of those congepned to know of what 
these regulations really consist, Wo. bave 
but little hesitation in saying that most af 
the action taken in this connection by. the 
Surveyor Geneéral’s Department is in viola. 
tion of good government and of common 
justice, It may be said; and with*trath, 
‘thst much of the injustice nuw eorved out 
to fhe oscupants of so-aalleg waste: land 
arises fromy ‘the caroleasness ‘or ‘the ‘dis.

In the case in ques- 
tion the proprietor of a saw-mill in Bang- 
kok cont ina claim against the China Fire 
Inaurance Co. and the Straita Fire Insurance 
Company for $22,797.50, . Remonstranca 
was made by the Companies and the claim 
was reduced to $12,523.50. This reduced. 
dontand was not accepted, and tho case was 
tried before HB. M. Consul, with tho 
result that $4,229.88 was allowed, that ia 
Jess than a fifth of the amount clained. Of 
course, we admit that after a fire there is a 
genoral tondency on tha part of the insured ~- 
to obtain full compansation for all the loss 
his business has eustained from the fire, and 
that it often hsppens imaginary lossea 
are included in real Iuases ond claims have 
to be cut down by Courts. But it aubely : 
must bo very excoptional circumstances 
under which a man could conscien- 
tioualy claim five times mera than he was 
entitled to, And if it con be proved that a 
¢loimant had no reasonable ground to sup- 
port his claim, ho surely ought to auffer the 
penalty of attompted fraud and forfeit bis 
insurance monoy entirely. We, are not 
sufficiently acquaiated with the facta to nay 
that this ought to chavo been done in ‘the 
Bangkok case, Tho claimant in that in- | 
stance thought that ho ought to bo paid in- 
terestandcumpensated for deley,and hoheld 
oxtravagant views os to how his machinery 
ought to berepleced, deeming that ho was 
entitled to far.more than the amount re- 
quired to put it into the same or as good 4 
state as it was immediately before the fire, 
But viewing the matter in a genera} light, 
and bearing in mind the frequency with 
which enormous claims are gent in by Chi- 
nese and athers, we think Insurance Gom- 
panies ought not to hesitate to expoae all

‘the Viceroy Li should send intelligent 
officials to report specially on two matters, 
the Japanese naval medical service, and the 
provisioning of the crews and officers, In 
the Chinese ships there ate no doctors oF 
surgeous trained necording ‘to Western 
metheds, and the provisioning of the 
Chinese crows nnd sailors is barbarons, and 
not compatible with naval efficiency of any 
roasonable kind. —Chinese Times. 


THE CHINESE REMONSTRANCE TO 
AUSTRALIS. . : 

We have received a pamphlet containing 
the Chinese Remoustrance to the Parlia- 
ment and people of Victoria, varivus letters 
which have passed botween the Uhineso 
Committes and the Government of that 
Colony, ands contribution to the better 
understanding of the, Chinese question. 
The Remonstrance is inthe form. of an 
address to the Australasian Conference 
which sat in Jage last aud is in the name 
of the Chinese residents of Victoria. In its 
first paragraph ‘it complains of tho -acant 
courtesy which had been shown to the 
Chinese residents, and unfortunately theourt 
replies which the Secretary to the Premier 
sent to the Chinese Committee furnish 
some proof that thischarge may not be une 
warranted. Tho Acting-‘Secretary to Mr 
Gillies, tho Premior, says, for instance, in 
a letter to tho Chairman of the Chinese 
Committee, dated 28ch Muy lust, that ho is 
directed-to say that the letter under reply 
contains atatements that are not accurate 
and nesertions hazarded without knowledgo, 
‘and therefore the Preinier must be excused 
from acknowledying the forse of its stute- 
ments. A dignified protest aguinst those 
charges unly received iu teply en intinia- 
tion that Mr Gilles *dves not intend to 
enter into any discussion,’ aud with regard 
to the course which hud boen taken with 
tue passengers by the Aflan und 
Burruntect, ‘declined to enter into any.

1 the Government. or her people. but the 
evil treatment of the few rho remain in 
Victoria is a different mattur altogether. 
Thon comes a references te the rebellion of 
the northern States of America, und ‘the 
deadly horitage of strife which was left 
to rankle,’ but for which Great Britain 
and the United States might uow be 
tho arbitrators of the world. It is not easy 
to-seé whiy this incident in tho world's 
(history. now a century and more old, was 
i dragyed in, unives it waa to convey o subtle 
hint that England and hee. colontes inight 
come to loggerbyads ayer the Chinese 
question. Bat perhajs the Committee, 
finding itself with amoral on band, praceed- 
led to draw it in the following form, ‘that 
it is mach casier to plant a thorn in the 
natural feelings than to withdray it or heal 
the wound.’ Tho moral of this is lke 
Captain Bansby‘s, inthe application of it. 
The Committe then affirms ;— 

That the Chinese are s  pecceable, 
indostrions, and law-ubiding people, and 
that they are.not insensible of, nor uagrate- 
ful for, the protection of wie Inws, justly 
administered, What they do complain 
of is— ¢ : 

.—The the nwa have been strained and 
tortured to oppress them. 

2,—That the laws have even boen broken 
to inflict harsh treatmont and injustice. 

3.—-That by the hasty and violent action 
of various colonial Governments, which 
should Lave held the scalusof justice ovenly 
balanced, the more ignorant portion of the 
population have been incited and encourag- 
ed to outrage tho féelings and show con- 
tempt and hatred to our countrymen. 

What earthly good the Chinese Com- 
mittce can have expected from ouo of what 
it calls {ta reasuns.for thinking all this bud 
and foolish we cannot conceive, ‘The time 
may come,’ they say, ‘ nny probably will 
come svoner than is supposed, when the 
presence and power of China as a great nay 
tion will be felt in these seas, aud it-lics 
Pwith you to say as wise men OT otherwicg, 
if thia ig to be for-good or for evil.’ The 
Conference does not appear to have noticed 
this, either as wise men or othorwise, but 
i€ the Australiana took the veiled threat 
serivusly, which we do nut for moment 
suppose they did, it wanld certainly not 
ainclicrate the temper of the anti-Chinese 
party while it would be unpleasant reading 
for that party's opponents. In a much 
wiser spirit the wutter before the Confor- 
ence is referred to interastional rights and 
obligations, and the decision of the Supreme 
Court cited, wherein it ia suid that—* it is 
not aware that such a course of conduct 
as has been pursued in reference to the 
Chinese has ever been adgpted in any 
part of our history ’—that is in exelud- 
ing them.: The contribution to the better 
understanding of the Chinese question 
deals’ mostly with the suppused danger, 
from what » ML 1, A. deseribed as thut 
‘one tip-of the Chinese bucket which would 
ovorilow Australasia,’ and the fuct that the 
Chinvse are « peyple whure lauguage, laws, 
religion and habits of life are alian to those 
of Anatraliaus. Both of those the weiter 
combats, not over successiully. He supports 
bie arguments by reference to Geo.

Monday 
and Tuceday was thus passed, but tho 
Agents of the steamer, ashore  scoing 
some signs of a break Into on Tucsday 
evening arranged that the lighturs with 
the eargo should be\tuwed out to the 
Gleafrain catly nok, morning, 19 as to 
finish cif chy loading vt the suip, bot a 
difticulty prosouted itsolf,  Wednosday 
was a ‘Snint’a day’—ond ‘that too 
of the patron Saint of Spain, and honco was 
an Ecclesiastical Gay, over which neither 
tho ‘@aptnin Genoral’ nor anybody elas 
had control, except the Archbishop! 
The Agenta, Messrs Smith, Bell aud Co, 
(from whom learnt particulars) 
had to apply to his Grace ‘for pore 
mission to’ work the ship on Wednesday, 
which wos graciously accorded, on 
the steict proviso, ‘that every stevedord 
and stewer who-camoe abvard to stow 
the cargo waa to be asked whethor he hud 
attended mass that morning? if not, he was! 
to be ordered aver the side of the ship!’ 
Luckily, thes weather was moat boisterous 
amin on Wednesday, and the Cuptain of 
tho steamer was saved the trouble, Thurs- 
day waa again bid, bat Friday was better 
and a big crowd Gf lighters, towed by 
powerftl steam lannehes, scon — came 
alungeide, and ina very. short time tho live 
steam cranes were merrily at work; al- 
though mind you, the big ball at the Port 
tlag staff was afill up—the reason givon 5 
shall soon oxplaiu, Wo finished by tho 
afternoon, and the Captain thought, surcly 
he would be off on Saturday ; but no, ho 
received a measage that two more lighters 
with cargo would come alongside the firat 
thing in tho morning. We had vuly 
to grin and bear it, and by tha time 
the lighters came off it was — past 
9 a.m, and it commenced ty rain; so thet 
day was spoilt. But by 5 p.m. wo had ull | 
the cargo in, and a start was at onco order- 
ed. Unfortunately it- then commenced to 
bluw and fain ao furiously and tho weather 
became so thick, that the islands leading 
to the entrance of the Bay. were entirely 
shut out, ao, in prudence, the skippor re- 
solved to wait till next morning, and thos 
it was that I was ‘kicking up my heels’ in 
the Bay of Manila from Sunday to Sunday t 
—I had been told ia the meantime, that the 
Sunday previous, whon I got on board, and | 
when I found the vessel taking in cargo, the | 
the Archhishop’s authority had been obtain- 
ad for the unholy work! On the plea of 
delay and alvess of weather !—Now tu, the i 
other question abaut the’ black ball’ still 
being hoisted at the Port flung statt, while 
we, and tivo or three other steamers ond 
sailing shipa were working away, and nu 
hindrance in the way of wiud or heavy seas 
pravanted lightors going to throe or four 
other vessels laden with coals for certain 
Spanish firms, whose lay days had. expired, 
and who wero on demurrage, the ball 
aforesaid barred the Caoptaina of such 
vessela from claiming demurrage for those 
days. Votily, a8 Sam Weller remarked on 


seoing a bird ip a cage, it was a ‘vhool 
vithin a vheel.” * 

The frait supply of the Philippine islande 
is very scanty indeed, and, it ig even worse | 
for vegetables, Kiven the commonest India 
vegetables, such as brinjalls, lady’s fingers, 
ealabish, pumpkins &, were wholly want+ 
ing in the markets. which I often visited, 
The fruit while [I was there, consisted ; 
entirely of mangoes and plantains, ‘The 
latter were good, but on the Sonthern Je- 
land they wWére delicious ; and so cheap, that 
a bane which a mau could scarcely stagger 
nader in currying on board, ouly cost ten 
centa, ‘The mangoes were cortminly botter 
in favour than any I had over tasted iq 
Burma; andan Amurican Nataratist, whom 
Tmt at the Hotel in which T wns staying, 
was taking home a lot of seeds (the irnit cf 
which he had eatun) as wel a3 plantain 
sheots, cocoanits, which had sprouted, 
&e. &e. Ee. 

To show the energy and plock of our 
*Ainerican Cousins,’ To may relate (and 1 
have his permission to dn go) how he and 
his four young mon (assistants) had been 
hampered by the Spanish authorities by 
Manila—The oll gentlemen, a ‘ Professor * 
in suine large college, (Yale, J bhink,) de- ' 
ternmmed to do the Philippine Island> jp a 
year; and after obtaining thyir aust orts 
and special permission ++, Pasap’ 
Through theie Minister 2 sarey Arms, 
te Hongkuny =” ut Madrid, first went 

der? and then found themselves 
under *" red and yellow flag. The first 
uillicnlty wos at the Custom Honse, where 
the case of arma was detained, Tn vain did 
he show Lis papers and the special sanction 
obtained at Madrid. Ho ond hia young 
nien wers out there to shoot birde and wild | 
auimals, and make museom specimens of 
them, and he threatened that if he did not | 
gut his case of arta, he woud represent the} 
matter to hia consul, and if that did'nt do, 
there would gut be a couple of gun boats 
there, which would soon blow their blessed 
town to pieces 1!! However, when the mat- 
ter went before the Oaptain General, -ho 
aecorded permissioa to pias the cuse of 
arms, aud thoy started om their expedi- 
tion to the islands in August 1887, with 
his special instructions to all local Ga 
vornora ut Captains of the various islands, 
that they wera to by unmolested in 
their pursuits. ‘They get along very well 
tillthey met: with a rough customer, who 
wanted to make them all his prisoners, 
The Professor argued that apecial ingtrus- 
tion had been sent out from the head of the 
Local Government at Manila to all District 
Governors; but this one said he had not 
recoved the instructions, so they had to 
wait there till the instructions or ordeta 
came, which, while it delayed them seme 
weeks, enabled them to atudy the Spanish 
language. ‘their after tours round the 
jalands were unmolested, and when I met 
the old Professor about the middle of July 
he had sent away three out of the four 
ansistants he had brought with lim [aden 
with spoils, and another left via Hongkong 
while we were Hotel companions. I, of 
course, left before him ; but in the meantime 
he showed me specimens of bird's skins, 
Jand shells, ‘samples of timber, seeds of 
plunts, dried specimens &o, &, at least over 
twenty thousand in somber, With what his 


four assistants had proviously taken home 
arich—a very tich—harvest had “been . the 
result of their year's ‘outing’ among the 
Islands. . 

Tecntioned in a previous letter about 
the Customs Department, Hore is an in- 
stance of what my American friend, the 
naturalist called ‘aqueezing.” Aa Englivh 
steamvr, the Tugus, arrived and anchored it 
the Bay » few daya before T left Manila. 
Sho arrived with water ballnst, 9 hundred 
tons.

The malo scx 
are born musicians, ond with a little prao- 
tice will ploy on any itistroment, All the 
military bands are componed of natives ted 
by a Spanish band master, Tho bands aro 
trom sixty to cighty strong, and they play 
aa woll a8 any European band, Tho hotel 
boys all about the premises were constant- 
ly Whistling operatic airs, and it was no un- 
nenal aceurrence, when thor men ‘in the 
lighters alongside a ship loading’ cargo had 
to knook off work for ‘an hour or two, bi 
reason of heavy rain, for them to start wit 
a violin, fluta, and guitwe, and play the
